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PLANNED TRAIN WRECK KILLS TWENTY 
>Crack Southern Pacific 
Streamliner Was Victim 
of Deliberate Sabotage 


RENO, Nev. Aug. 14.—(#)—The fiendishly-plotted 


wrecking a $2,000,000 streamliner train left at least 
20 persons dead and 114 injured today, while police 
sought a man "with both ears off" for questioning 
about the tragedy 


Southern Pacific officials said evidence clearly in- 


dicated the wreck of their crack west-bound "City of 
San Francisco" in the desert wastes of central Nevada 
Saturday night was deliberately planned. A coroner's 
jury summoned to the scene yesterday found the dis- 
aster was caused by "a misplaced rail, misplaced by 
a person or persons unknown." 


Forty-four spikes had been removed from the out- 


side rail of a curve near the approach to a 60-foot 
bridge over the shallow Humbolt river, where all but 
four of the 17 cars in the yellow-tan flier hurled off 
the tracks. 


Angle plates connecting rail lengths had been re- 


moved. An entire 30-foot length of rail had been moved 
four inches inward and the tail tie plates respiked to 
the ties in the new position, said T. J. Fpley of Og- 
den, Utah, assistant Southern Pacific division super- 
intendent. 


As this evidence of what Foley* 
termed "clearly a case of sabotage" 
with murderous Intent" was un- 
covered, Nevada state police asked 
officers to bo on the/lookout for 
a man whoso ears had been cut 
off.

Two persons -who saw the crash 
as the plane nosed down toward 
Its landing at tho end of a flight 
from Miami, Fla., said it seemed 
suddenly to slant sharply down 
and strike a crane on a drydock 
in the harbor. 
The plane broke In two. Half 


of It fell ashore, and the other 
half plunged into the water. 
The steel drydock, on Una Das 
Cobras (Cobra Island), is about 
23 feet high and about 1,100 feet

ordered today by the State Railroad Commission. 


The decision was announced by Chairman Lon A. 


Smith after a conference with the other commissioners, 
Ernest O. Thompson, also chairman of the Interstate 
Oil Compact Commission, and Jerry Sadler. 


More than 80,000 wells will be affected. There are 


87,000 in the state, but certain exceptions will be per- 
mitted because of special operating conditions, such as 
high water production. 


The current production of Texas, greatest oil pro- 


ducing state in the union, is about 1,300,000 barrels 
daily. Shutdowns on Saturdays and Sundays have been 
in effect for months in effort to keep production in line 
with consumption. 


The action culminated several days of intense study 


of the situation by the commission, state agency which 
regulates the oil industry in Texas, following sharp re- 
ductions in the price of crude oil made by purchas- 
ing companies.

ing in the mid-western farm belt

supplies. 


There no longer exists the short- 


age of corn and hogs which fol- 
lowed the 1934-36 drought period 
and the hog reduction program, 
under 
which 
the 
government 


bought several million head of 
plga and diverted them into re- 
lief channels and Into by-prod- 


Last year's corn crop was of 


bumper proportions. Another big 
crop is in prospect this 
year. 
Normally, bountiful supplies 
of 


corn are followed by large sup- 
plies of hogs and other meat an- 
imals. The 1939 big crop Is ex- 
pected 
to be the 
third largest 


since 1923. 


As a consequence of these in- 


creases, prices of corn and hogs 
have declined sharply. .Corn prices 
in mid-July averaged the lowest 
since 1923. Hog prices were tho 
lowest since 1934, 


for the unfavorable price situa- 
tion, and that Is a reduced for- 
eign market for lard and pork 
products and corn. Production be- 
ing In excess of domestic needs, 
surpluses have accumulated. 
Until a few years ago, the Unit- 


ed States normally sold abroad 
between 35 and 45 per cent of its 
lard production. Those Bales have 
slumped to about 20 per cent. 


What does the government plan 
to do about this surplus situation? 
It is developing a two-fold pro- 
gram, one for attacking the corn 
surplus and the other for attack- 
ing the lard and pork surplus. 
To bolster corn prices, it has 


been and expects to continue to 
offer farmers loans. 
The loans, 


made at rates in excess of nor- 
mal market prices, are* designed 
to keep the surplus close to the 
farms and off the markets. Th« 
government also expects to ask 
^oorn farmers to grow less grain 
next year. 


To, bolster hogr prices, the gov- 
ernment will distribute lard and 
pork products among- relief fam- 
ilies. It also has under consider- 
ation proposals to offer 
surplus 


lard to foreign buyers at "cut- 
rate" prices. It would 
do 
this 


through an export subsidy. Too, 
it may offer feeders a premium to 
sell their hogs at medium rather 
than heavy weights.

11.—W)—President Roose- 
velt signed today a bill 
making 
broad liberaliza- 


tions in the social security 
act and cutting hundreds 
millions of dollars off the 
tax burden it imposes. 


Tho President aald in a formal 
statement "these amendments to 
the act represent another tremen- 
dous step forward 
In 
providing 


greater security for the people of 
this country." 
"This is especially true,' he add* 


ed, "in the case of the federal old 
age insurance system which has 
now been converted into a system 
of old age and survivors' insur^ 
ance providing lifetime family se- 
curity instead of only Individual 
old age security to the workers in, 
insured occupations* 
'In addition to the worker him- 
self, millions of widows and or- 
phans will now he afforded some 
degree of protection in the event 
of his death whether before or af- 
ter his retirement." 


Tho President said the alze of 
benefits to be paid during the early 
year* would be "far more adequate 
than under the present law." 
He said he was glad unemploy- 


ment Insurance benefits have been 
extended to cover workers in some 
occupations previously uncovered. 
"However," he asserted, "work- 


era In other occupations have bean 
excluded. In my opinion, it Is Im- 
perative that these Insurance ben- 
efits be extended to workers In all 
occupations." 


Mr. Roosevelt said he was asking 


a, committee on economic security, 
comprised of government officials 
to study various proposals which 
may bo made for additional chan- 
ges In the security act. 
In signing the legislation, Mr. 


Roosevelt disposed of the .last ma- 
jor bll remaining from the con- 
gressional session. 


Millions of persona will benefit* 


One amendment alone, 
freezing 
for three years the present tax rate 
for old-age insurance, will result 
In an estimated saving of $905,000,-' 
000 to taxpayers. 
The tax of 1 per cent on em- 
ployes and 1 per cent on employers 
based on Individual earnings up 
to $3,000 a year, will bo retained 
at least until January 1, 1943, 
Without the amendment, the rate 
on each would have advanced to 1 
1-2 per cent next January 1. 
January 1, 1040, also will mark 
the start of old-age insurance bene- 
fits—two years earlier than the old 
law would have allowed.

aged, the Incompetent and the 
helpless among the people,"

will revealed today. 


The bachelor cotton man, one of 


the founders of Anderson, Clayton 
and Company,, the world's largest 
cotton firm, set up the foundation, 
known as the M. D. Anderson foun- 
dation, three years ago and had 
placed some funds in it before his 
death. 


By the terms of the induenture, 


the foundation was organized for 
the purpose of public usefulness 
within the terms of one or more 
charitable uses and purposes, the 
trustees, W. B. Bates and John H, 
Freeman, 
said. 
The foundation, 


Anderson's will specified, as in the 
nature of an endowment fund with 
the corpus of the estate, estimated 
to run into several millions of dol- 
lars, preserved as a* fund to be 
kept Invested and produce Income 
for charitable purposes specified 
throughout the years, 


"The foundation is strictly char- 


itable and no part of its earnings 
or property may Inure to the ben- 
efit of any private person or In- 
dividual," a statement released by 
the trustees said.

been paid, the will 


provides that three $100,000 trust 
funds created for relatives shall 
revert to the foundation after the 
deaths of the beneficiaries.

WILL NOT SUPPORT 
CONSERVATIVE 1940 


LETTER READ BEFORE THE 
YOUNG DEMOCRATIC MEET 
REVEALS PRESIDENT STAND

PITTSBURGH, Aug. 11.—m— 


Spirited young democrats, cheering 
for a "third term" for President 
Roosevelt, entered the second ses- 
sion of their annual convention to- 
day after hearing a message from 
the Chief Executive that he would 
not

President in 1940.

morning address by Senator Bark- 
ley of Kentucky, the senate demo- 
cratic leader, and a night speech 
by Paul V. McNutt, federal securi- 
ty administrator mentioned as .a

In a carefully worded message 


to the convention here last night, 
President Roosevelt said: 
"If we nominate conservative 


candidates, or lip-service candidates 
on a straddle bug platform, I per- 
sonally, for my own self respect 
and because of my long service to, 
and belief in, liberal democracy, 
will find It impossible to have any 
active part In such an unfortunate 
suicide of the old democratic • par- 
ty."The President still kept his own 
counsel about a third term, but 
asserted flatly the party would 
"fall if It goes conservative" or 
Is "led by people who can offer 
naught but fine phrases."

Shortly after the 
convention 


heard the Roosevelt message read 
amid cheers by Pitt Tyson Manor, 
of Montgomery, Ala., retiring pres- 
ident, the audience stood and ap- 
plauded a statement by Senator 
Pepper (D-Fla), convention key- 
noter, advocating a third term for 
Roosevelt's ideas" in 1940. , 


Pepper charged the Wall Street 
"financial oligarchy" and "king- 
makers" who had "picked" presi- 
dents in the past, were trying to 
do It again and already had selected 
for their candidates "Brlcker" of 
Ohio for president and Dewey fo 
New York (I believe) as vice 
president." 


Loud "boos" greeted his'remarks 
as he referred to John W. Bricker, 
Ohio governor, and Thomas E.

This 
was followed by a succession of 
bumpa and swerving as the cars 
started piling up in the creek bed, 
"As soon as the movement and 
noise stopped, uninjured persons 
ran out into the dark and started 
breaking glass in tho car windows 
to get the living out. 
"It was a terribly lonely spot. 


We had to tear up articles In the 
cars to build bonfires for light, 
because the power supply was put 
out 6f commission. 
An Incredible Sight 


"It was an incredible sight to 
see that big train piled up like 
matchwood. The steel bridge across 
which the engine Jolted was liter- 
ally torn to shreds as it was struck 
by gyrating cars." 


Like others of the 
survivors, 
Munger paid high tribute to the 
courage of Thelma Rlstvedt 
of 


Chicago, stewardess and the only 
registered nurse aboard, who ad- 
ministered to the injured despite 
a "terrific blow on the head." 
"Sho waa practically out on her 


feQt," said Munger, "but she kept 
trying to help those worse hurt 
than herself. 
Finally, she col- 
lapsed on the ground, unable to 
talk, her face smeared with blood. 


"Even then, sho tried to indi- 
cate what 'to do until she tempo- 
rarily lost consciousness." 


Munger said "the coolness ahown 
by most of the passengers was re- 
markable. A number of uninjured 
men immediately wont to work 
getting. other survivors out of the 
cars. The Injured were laid out 
upon the ground and made as 
comfortable as possible. Although 
sotne of them were in severe pain, 
and there seemed to be so little 
we could do for them." 


32. F. Hecox, veteran engineer 
aboard the crack flier, ran and 
stumbled a mllo <,to the nearest 
phone to spread the alarm which 
brought medical aid rushing to 
the scene. 
"As soon as I had the train 
stopped, I Jumpod out and • ran 
back," he told Joseph R. Jackson 
of the Reno Evening1 Gazette. 


"There was no breeze, and the 


dust- had gathered In 
a 
great 
cloud. There woro no lights, and 
I couldn't see a single living per- 
son. I could hear the screams 
and moans of tho dying and in- 
jured. 


"I turned and ran for Harney, 
which I knew was a llttje more 
than a mile away. I must have 
fallen down 20 times on the way. 
Then I called all the doctors and 
nuraea I could, telling them to 
hurry. 


"With the 'Harney section crew 
I made my way back to the wreck, 
and we .did what - we 
could. It 
seemed like an eternity before the 
first relief train got here." 
Passengers were warm in their 
praise of Dr. EJ. A. Betts, Fejinsyl- 
avnia State'College professor who, 
though . badly 
bruised 
himself, 


worked awlftly and efficiently to 
save the llvea 
of several 
who 
might otherwise have bled 
to 
death. 
•• 
His first ^ord to interviewers, 
however, was praise for the other 
passengers. 
"Never have I. seen a more cour- 


ageous display of nerve and cool- 
ness by the other pasaengera," he 
said. 


VI spent the night applying tour- 


niquets—30 of them-*-and helping 
as much as I could, Every friend 
I had on the train was instantly 
killed." 


Aa an anti-climax to the wreck, 
the dining car of tho rescue train 
caught fire enroute to Reno. Out- 
side of more, shock to. nervous pas- 
sengers, no damage resulted. 
Tho man "with both ears off," 
wanted for questioning about the

dried beans, macaroni, spaghetti, 
cheese, lemons, oranges, pineap- 
ple, pears, peaches, corn, 
string 


beans, cabbage, dried fruit, jellies, 
syrups, butter, bread, etc. 


Balanced meals are planned In 


advance and actually served as 
planned. Menus must be posted 
each day. Officers Inspect these 
dally to see that what Is planned 
Is served. A typical day's menu 
that was served Friday, August 
llth, follows:

eggs, 
post toasties, butter, syrup, bread, 
coffee. 


Dinner: Brown roast beef, Ital- 
ian spaghetti, cream potatoes, let- 
tuce and tomato salad, peach pie, 
bread and ice tea. 


Supper: Maccaronl and cheese, 
potato salad, cream peas, stewed 
apples, bread, lemonade.
